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New programs, personnel 


Schools open Monday 


Upland’s public schools will start 
Monday with regular schedules 
planned at ail levels. The schools 
will have few personnel changes 
although counselors have been cut 
at the junior high level. 

Upland High School 

Upland High School will have 15 
new teachers as the school expands 
from. a five-period day to a six- 
period day for about half the 
students. : 

The change resulted from an 
increase in graduation requirements 
from 200 credits to 210 credits and 
an increase in required English 
credits from 25 (five semester 
olasses) to 30 (six semster classes). 
Increased credits have been 
strongly supported by parents. 

Physical education classes also 
face changes since juniors and 
seniors will take physical education 
classes on an elective — or 
voluntary — basis. Classes for 10th- 
12th graders will be coeducational 
for the first time with a variety of 
sports available to students. 

New department heads at the high 
school include Barbara Morrison, 
business education, and Sam Rice, 
industrial arts. Norm Woods is the 
high school’s new counselor. 

Upland Junior High 

Upland Junior High School will 
start the fall semester with two new 
programs — one in_bilingual-bi- 
cultural education and one in 
reading enrichment. 

The federally funded bilingual-bi- 
cultural program will combine 15 
Spanish-speaking students and 15 
Anglo students three periods a day. 
The students will study Spanish, 
English and history together.

Adoption process: definitely 


By Lynne Locke 

The adoption process is: long and 
complicated but definitely worth it, 
according to the Rev. Robert and 
Connie Calderhead, whose adopted 
son Chris has been an official 
member of the Upland family for 
three months. 

The Calderheads started the adop- 
tion process after several years of 
testing to learn why there were 
childless. 

Their adoption experience includ- 
ed long waiting lists through Los 
Angeles County and then the offer of 
a baby — just after they had moved 
across the county line and had 
become ineligible for a Los Angeles 
County baby. 
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FAMILY PRIZE — The Rev. Robert Calderhead 
of Upland tosses adopted son Chris over his head 
— a typical playtime after years of waiting for a 


The new Personalized Reading 
Enrichment Program (PREP) is 
aimed at helping students enoy 
reading by providing interesting 
hardcover and paperback books they 
can take home to read. 

The program will use some 300 
books, strategy cards, special lesson 
plans, and group discussions to get 
students involved in reading. 
~A special feature of the program 
is automatic replacement by the 
book company of all books lost 
during the first three years of the 
program. 


Pioneer Junior High 

Pioneer Junior High School will 
open for the fall semester with 
many students from newly com- 
pleted subdivisions. Other students 
will start throughout the semester 
as additional homes are completed. 

The program at the junior high 
school will be similar to last year, 
but teachers and administrators will 
concentrate on ‘‘assertive disipline”’ 
as a positive approach to student 
problems. Teachers are receiving 
special training in assertive dis- 
cipline during inservice training 
days before the start of school. 


Elementary schools 

Baldy View and Foothill Knolls 
elementary schools will have new 
principals this year. Jim Smith, 
formerly principal at Baldy View, 
will serve as principal at Foothill 
Knolls while Robert Clarke, 
formerly at Foothill Knolls, will 
serve as principal at Baldy View. 


Roberta Rowland Henningan will 
start her first full year as principal, 
at Sycamore School and Frank 
Migaiolo will start his first full year 
as principal at Magnolia School. 
Both were assigned to the schools 
last, spring. 


A number of special programs 
will start or expand at district 
schools this semester. An Early 
Childhood Education (ECE) 
pregram, presently established at 
Valencia and Foothill Knolls 
schools, will be expanded to Upland 
Elementary School. 

The ECE program will provide 
instructional aides and additional 


materials for kindergarten through 


third-grade students. 
Bilingual-bicultural 
Bilingual-bicultural programs will 
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be expanded to include additional 
classes at Upland Elementary and 
Foothill Knolls schools. The 
federally funded program provides 
bilingual aides, instructional 
materials, and in-service training 
for teachers. 

Upland Elementary will add. a 
bilingual-bicultural kindergarten 
class to the two primary and one 
upper-grade _ bilingual-bicultural 
classes presently offered. 

Foothill Knolls will expand the bil- 
ingual-bicultural program to an 
upper-grade class in addition to the 
two primary-grade classes 
presently offered. 

A state-funded program to assist 
physically handicapped students in 
regular classrooms will be 
implemented at Cabrillo School. The 
program will assist students who 
suffer from such problems as 
asthma, diabetes and epilepsy. 

The two-pronged program will 
focus on health and academic 
development. A nurse will counsel 
students and parents so they can 
understand and deal with the 
student's handicap. 

A resource teacher will work with 
classroom teachers and students 
who are having problems with 
academic development, perhaps 
because of numerous absences 
caused by the physical problem. 

The district's Professional 
Development Center program will 
travel to Valencia and Magnolia 
schools this year. The program 
provides in-service training to help 
teachers become more effective in 
the teaching process. 


Boating classes

They applied to adopt a baby 
through San Bernardino County, but 
their file was lost and they had to 
start over. 

When their Chris finally arrived 
on the scene — after four years of 
waiting — he came through a 
private adoption between the 
Calderheads and his birth mother. 


Chris was a special joy to the 
Calderheads because two earlier 
adoptions had been promised and 
then withdrawn, one of the disad- 
vantages of a private adoption, Rob 
said and added, ‘‘It really hurts.” 

The ‘‘secret’’ of a private adoption 
is a good attorney with ‘‘the 
knowhow and guts to size up the

and for her to be sure they would be 
good parents, Connie said. 

The biggest advantages of private 
adoption were seeing Chris shortly 
after birth and bringing him home 
from the hospital as a tiny baby, 
Connie said noting county-adopted 
babies are placed in foster homes 
for a time to be sure they are 
healthy and to be sure the birth 
parents have really decided to give 
up their baby. 

The Calderheads were allowed to 
see Chris when he was 5 hours old 
and still red and bruised from birth. 
“It was absolutely super,’’ Connie 
Said. 

Private adoption is similar to 
natural birth since parents do not 
know their baby’s sex or appearance 
until after birth even though the 
adoption was planned many months 
earlier, she said. : 

The Calderhead’s don’t expect 
their son's adoption to be a problem. 
They plan to tell Chris about his 
birth mother who “really loved 
him” and gave him up so he could 
have a better life, Connie said. 

Chris’ baby book — one especially 
tailored to an adopted child — will 
help tell that story of his early life. 
Like other baby books it includes his 
birth, and coming home from the 
hospital. 

But Chris’ book also has special 
events such as the court appearance 
three months ago when the judge 
finally declared Chris part of the 


.Calderhead family, and awarded a 


new birth certificate with Connie 
and Rob listed as his parents. 

“He’s going to have curiosity 
about his natural parents. But he’s 
not going to stop loving us when he’s 
older,’’ Connie commented and 
noted a more likely problem is that 
Chris will be spoiled by the attention 
he receives from relatives and fami- 
ly friends. who have accepted him 
with open hearts. 

When they look back on their four- 
year search for Chris, the 
Calderheads remember the long 
wait, the problems, those two babies 
they wanted and didn’t get, and the 
uncertainty they felt the night they 
found out their baby had finally 
arrived. 

But with all of that, they’re ready 
to rejoin the hundreds of couples 
looking for a child who will com- 
plete their family. This time they'd 
like a girl.

During the four years since the Auxiliary to the 
Doctors’ Hospital in Montclair was formed, the 
members have contributed gifts valued at over $5,000 


The latest gift to the hospital has been a sensitometer 
and densitometer. 


The sensitomter, according to R.S. Yamamoto, chief 
technologist, is a machine that electronically controls a 
film exposure to maintain a consistent éxposure on test 
film. 


A densitometer is an electronic eye that reads the 
exposed test film in order to maintain a Consistency of 
exposures. He explained ‘With these instruments, 
quality control is maintained at a high level on our films. 
Each machine helps to determine whether the exposure 
factor of the X-ray machine is correct or not correct. 


a They also help in determining if the processing of our 


films are at fault.”’ 


These machines cost $1,027. Along with the machines, 
the auxiliary also gave the hospital two new wheel 
wheelchairs. 


In the past four years, the auxiliary has held four 
maternity teas with a total of 154 persons attending. 


At Christmas, the members make stockings which are 


given to the babies born during the holiday week. A 
money corsage of $10 is given to the mother of the New 
Year’s baby. 


During the past year, they members purchased a flag 
for the Avenue of Flags on Holt Boulevard. They also 
have given books, crayons and stuffed toys to the 
pediatric unit and given books to patients. They supply 
youngsters with candy in the cardiopulmonary 


department and emergency room.

A leash law intended to confine 
loose canines was approved Monday 
by the county board of supervisors. 

The animal control ordinance, 
which will go into effect Oct. 1, will 
allow the county to fine dogowners 
in unincorporated areas whose dogs 
run loose. 


The new leash law will require 
that dogs be confined to their 
owner’s property unless a dog ‘‘is 
restrained by a substantial leash not 
to exceed six feet in length’’ or is 
“under immediate control of its 
owner.’’

The supervisors acted on the or- 
dinance Monday after hearing a 
report from the county’s health 
department indicating that the stray 
dog; problem in the county is 
reaching serious proportions. 


Only Supervisors’ Chairman Den- 
nis Hansberger of Yucaipa, who 
wanted part of his district exempted 
from the ordinance, opposed the 
leash law. 


“I think government ought not to 
exist until it’s demanded,”’ 
Hansberger said. ‘‘Until it’s 


demanded, we ought not to put it 
there.” 

Earlier this year, the supervisors 
raised dog license fees in the county 
to provide for the hiring of 17 more 
persons in the animal control 
program. 

There will be a total of 25 animal 
control officers patrolling the coun- 
ty’s unincorporated areas for loose 
dogs, including a special Patrol and 
Enforcement Team (PET) that will 


make surprise sweeps of 
neighborhoods in the valley areas of 
the county.

McVittie bill approved 


Legislation by State Assemblyman Bill McVittie (D- 
65) outlawing police ‘ticket systems’’ was 
recently approved by the State Senate and sent to the 
desk of Governor Edmund G. Brown Jr. ‘‘Members of 
the public and the police profession have long detested 
the notion that a cop must write a predetermined 
number of tickets or be in hot water with his 
administrators,” McVittie said. ‘‘Nobody denies that 
traffic citations provide substantial revenues for local 
communities, but to link proficiency in handing out 
citations to an officer’s professional competence is poor 
public policy and counter-productive to the image of law 
enforcement.” : 

The legislation (AB 2885) by the first-term lawmaker 
makes it an unlawful employment practice for a state or 
local agency empioying peace officer to use the number 
of arrests or citations issued as the sole criteria for 
promotion, demotion, dismissal, or earning of benefits. 


Brotocao endorsed 


John Rodino, nephew of Congressman Peter Rodino 
(D-N.J.) and a life-long Democrat, announced that he is 
endorsing Republican Louis Brutocao for election to 
Congress for the 35th District.and has agreed to headup 
the Democrats and Independents for Brutocao 
Committee. Rodino, a resident of West Covina, is the 
president of the Sivad Bio-Research Company of Covina 
and a member of the Covina Breakfast Lions. 

Rodino explained, ‘“‘The huge spending programs 
enacted by Congress have had little impact on those who 
were to benefit from these plans. The only demonstrable 
effect of our free-spending has been upon the 
taxpayer who has to bear the brunt of unrealistic tax 
rates and a higher cost-of-living.”

Mental health funds 


‘Nearly $700,000 has. been added to the -1976-77 San 
Bernardino County mental health budget, according to 
State Assemblyman Terry Goggin (D-66). Goggin had 
notified the Department of Mental Health in June that 
the Assembly had approved approximately $200 million 
for mental health gervices, which was about $11.5 million 
more than had been requested by the governor. 
According to Jim MacReynalds, DMH assistant director, 
administrative management, an additional $688,100 has 
been officially funded for San Bernardino County mental 
health services. To attain the required match in addition 
to funds already in the budget, the County Board of 
Supervisors added $38,000. Nearly half, or $333,275, is 
earmarked for contract agencies, MacReynalds said. 


First priority for the money will be to give full-year 
funding to agencies that only received partial funding 
last year because the programs were new. Other possible 
uses, in order of priority, are evening out the salaries of 
contract agency directors, providing a cost of living 
increase and expanding existing services. MacReynalds 
said the next largest amount, or $289,500, will be used to 
fill DMH positions, previously frozen, and move them 
into Central Valley and West End to provide services 
where few exist. Finally, $25,325 is designated for 
medical and office supplies; and $40,000 for the 
installation of a new emergency generator in Ward B.

West End Sheriff’s Office for fiscal 
year 1975-76, ending July 31, rose 
12.6 per cent over the previous year. 
This increase, however, is 2.5 per 
cent less than last years’ increase. 

Station commander Capt. Keith 
Larson attributes the rise in crime 
to the tremendous influx of new 
residents from Los Angeles and 
Orange counties. 

Overall arrests decreased, 
possibly due to the change in the 
marijuana laws. 

The West End office covers an 
area of 350 square miles and is 
responsible for crime protection in 
all incorporated areas stretching 
from the top. of Mt. Baldy to the 
Orange and Riverside County lines 
and east and west from Etiwanda 
Avenue to the Los Angeles County 
line.

There were 1,938 reports of felony 
crime in the West End last year. Of 
those, narcotics crimes dropped 38 
per cent while commercial 
burglaries rose 29 per cent. Check 
offenses declined 48 per cent A 57 
per cent rise in the number of sex 
offenses was : 

Larson commented that help from 
the sheriff’s reserves greatly aided 
the efforts of the sheriff. The 
reserves compiled a total of 17,569 
hours of their own time. 

Stolen property for the year was 
valued at $2,514,514. This was offset 
by a 63 per cent recovery rate in the 
amount of $1,580,155.

Larson acknowledged that 


not as fast as the resident may want, 
but he said the department is 
severely understaffed due to budget 
limitations and calls are answered 
on a priority basis.

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School chief 
stalemate 


Upland Schoo! District trustees were unable to agree 
upon an acceptable superintendent after receiving the 
applications of more than 40 educators, and the board 
will start all over again in its search for a new top dis- 
trict administrator, reported Barry Brandt, board presi- 
dent. 

“A number of applicants were very qualified people, 
but we want someone with specific skills in specific 
areas... We didn’t find anyone who met the specific needs 
of the district,’ Brandt said Wednesday. 

The president said the board is searching for an ad- 
ministrator whose primary strength “‘is in curriculum.” 
Brandt said the board is seeking an administrator who 
can oversee a strong education program that best 
utilizes the abilities of Upland students, who have 
socioeconomic factors that provide them with 
educational advantages. 

Upland trustees in early June began their search for an 
educator to fill a vacancy created by the resignation of 
Bill R. Plaster, who on July 1 became superintendent of 
the Fountain Valley School District in Orange County. 

A three-member screening panel reviewed more than 
40 applications and forwarded the board the names of ap- 
proximately eight finalists. 

After each finalist was personally interviewed by the 
board, trustees had one candidate who was given serious 
consideration for the $35,000 per year post. 

The out-of-state educator was called for a second inter- 
view in mid-August, but the administrator obviously 
didn’t have the strong support of all trustees, Brandt 
said. 

“There definitely were some negative vibrations... At 
that point, I didn’t think it should be put to a vote because 
it would have been a split vote in any event and I didn’t 
want to put us in that position,’ Brandt reported. 

The board president said an announcement on the con- 
tinued search for a new superintendent will be made at 
the board’s Sept. 14 meeting.

Shark 
display 


An 18-foot great white 
shark ‘went on display at 
Sea World Saturday replac- 
ing a 12-foot 8-inch 
specimen the marine park 
has had on display since last 
August. 

The female shark is the 
largest ever known to be 
caught on the west coast, 
and one of the largest ever 
captured. It measures 18 
feet 4% inch, and weighs 4150 
pounds. 

A necropsy (surgical dis- 
section) of the animal was 
conducted Wednesday . and 
revealed the shark had 
eaten a large female 
elephant seal before it cap- 
ture. 

The shark’s largest 
organ, the liver, weighed 
575 pounds. The heart 
weighed 10 pounds. It took 
Sea World biologists seven 
hours to complete the 
necropsy: 

The great white was cap- 
tured by Larry Mansur and 
Hans Weeren of the sword- 
fishing boat Comanche on 
July 15, eight miles east of 
Catalina. 

The shark was stored ina 
freezer at Sea World until a 
specially-built display unit 
was completed. The shark 
will be suspended in a 
Swimming position in a 2¢ 
foot long, glass - walled 
freezer. The sides of the 
freezer are glazed with tri- 


ple pane glass to prevent: 


condensation. Two three- 
ton freezer units will keep 
the shark at a temperature 
of zero to 10 degrees 
Farenheit. 

The shark display unit in- 
cludes a model of the jaws 
of Carcharodon megalodon, 
a prehistoric shark three 
times larger than today’s 
great white. The 
anatomically correct, life- 
size model of the C. 
megalodon jaws were con-

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A Woman Ought to Know 


Shelter for 
women? 


Dear Anita, 

A friend and her two 
childrén have moved in with 
me to hide from her hus- 
band. He has beaten her 
several times and now says 
he will kill her. She was 
turned away by the Salva- 
tion Army who takes only 
men. Isn't there some agen- 
cy that can give her 
shelter? 

A.T., Chico 


Dear A.T., 

Thanks for bringing up a 
serious problem — it’s often 
been hushed up. Women will 
accept beatings for years 
rather than risk humiliation 
or possible poverty if they 
talk about it or leave home. 
Only recently have the 
dimensions of the problem 
begun to surface. 

The Los Angeles 
Women’s Center estimates 
that approximately 500 
women are homeless every 
night. The Isla Vista 
Women’s Center has housed 
women punched and beaten 
by their husbands, women 
assaulted on the streets, 
women abandoned after hit- 
and-run accidents, and tran- 
sients. 

Existing agencies are 
bombarded with calls for 
emergency shelter beyond 
their financial and physical 
capabilities. Shamefully, 
most counties do not offer 
any help to women, even 
those with children. While a 
single man can often be 
taken care of overnight, a 
woman with children is 
likely to be left to her own 
resources — and often she 
is isolated and penniless. 

Help is on the way, 
however, most large coun- 
ties have opened new 
emergency shelters through 
revenue sharing funds and 
cooperation, in some cases, 
with private sources in- 
cluding United Way. Legal- 
ly, emergency shelter is the 
responsibility of the county 
welfare department, but in 
fact a financial needs test 
often screens out women in 
crisis situations such as 
your friend's. 

The first step in 
alleviating this problem is 
recognizing the need. The 
new Shelters are giving us 
data on how desperate the 
need is. You can help by 
telling agencies in your 
community about your ex- 
perience 

More voices need to be 
raised to ask for shelters 
that can help fearful women 
and their children.

Dear Anita, 

I'm shocked. Because I 
was divorced after 18, 
rather than 20 years, I don’t 
qualify as my ex-husband’s 
dependent to receive Social 
Security benefits. As a 
clerical worker I'll receive 
slightly more than the 
minimum $108 at age 65, but 
my ex-husband gets $354. 

The years I spent raising 
four children could hardly 
be classified as a 
‘‘vacation.’’ Am I alone in 
thinking I’ve been had?

Dear M.K., 

You are not alone in 
receiving less benefits than 
a man. Men are more than 
three times as likely to be 
entitled to the maximum 
benefits. Of the 4.3 million 
elderly poor, more than 
two-thirds are women. In 
1972, 42 per cent of the 
women, versus 19 per cent 
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not counted even though 
care of children is probably 
as demanding and impor- 
tant as, say, being a physi- 
cian. The life of a totally 
dependent human being — 
whether it’s a child or a sick 
person — is an enormous 
responsibility. For mothers 
it lasts for years. 

Legislators are beginning 
to understand this. 
Congressman Donald M. 
Fraser (D-Minnesota) has 
introduced a bill called 
“Equity in Social Security 
for Individuals and 
Families,"’ which would 
drastically change 
coverage of married 
couples. They would be 
regarded as equals in an 
economic partnership. 

Earnings of both husband 
and wife would be based on 
joint incomes, divided 
equally between partners 
and credited to separate ac- 
counts. This biil would go a 
long way towards, equaliz- 
ing benefits. 

But we need more legisla- 
tion to equalize Social 
Security benefits for all 
women, single or married. 
“‘Women’s work”’ should en- 
titled us all to a comfor- 
table retirement.

Dear Anita, 

My husband of 24 years 
left me for another woman. 
My only ‘‘compensation”’ 
for the loss of my husband, 
who I loved dearly and was 
a good wife to through all 
those years (his words), 
was a house with a large 
mortgage and a car 
(mortgaged). I did receive 
house payment money for 
one year and $75 monthly 
child support for my son un- 
til he was 21 years old — 18 
months. 


I had stayed home as a 
housewife because that’s 
the way my husband wanted 
it and I was satisfied. In 
1968-70 I completed an AA 
degree in nursing. This sup- 
posedly fulfilled a life-long 
dream. Actually, ever since 
I can remember I had 
heard, ‘‘Norma wants to be 
a nurse,’’ and had no idea 
whether that was true. I 
worked as a nurse two 
years but found I couldn’t 
cope with the stresses and 
demands of nursing. Unable 
to keep up car and house 
payments, I sold my home 
and spent most of the little 
money to move to my 
mother’s in California. 

I enrolled at a college in 
data processing and com- 
puter languages with a tem- 
porary, part-time job. I just 
learned I may be dis- 
qualified for unemployment 
since I don’t want a nursing 
job and wish to return to 
school. I can’t support 
myself on jobs that don’t 
require training. 

My husband is well off but 
refuses any communication 
with me. My mother has 
only Social Security and a 
small pension. Neither of 
my children can help. Is 
there any other assistance I 
can get for school?

Dear N.S., 

I am responding to you 
personally. The plight of the 
many ‘‘displaced 
homemakers ’’ is only begin- 
ning to be recognized. 
Every married woman is a 
potential one. I would like 
to hear from women who 
have coped with this serious 
situation and can offer help.

“Our plans at this point 
are basically, by personal 
contact and Bible study 
groups, to bring together a 
congregation,’’ Wenger 
said. 

‘‘We will be planning full 
family services which 
provide religious 
educational experiences for 
children and adults,’’ he 
said, stressing the ‘‘family 
unit’’ and Bible teaching. 

The church will serve the 
full family unit, he said, 
including family seminars 
and retreats, youth camps 
and training, and ex- 
periences which will be 
beneficial to young people 
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at Our Lady of Lourdes Church, Father Mackey

“Our hope is that as the 
church grows, it will seek to 
have a program that will 
serve the family unit, 
including parents, singles 
and youths,’’ Wenger 
added. 

The program will also 
include a Bible study 
program (which meets 7:30 
p.m. Wednesdays and is 
already operating in local 
homes), Sunday school, and 
family counseling services. 

Wenger will bring to the 
church’s counseling 
program his experience as 
a certified clinical, pastoral 
and educational counselor. 
He also served as chairman 
of the board of directors of 
psychiatric hospital in 
Waynesboro, Pennsylvania. 

“We're enthused about it 
(church program). We're 
excited about what has 
happened up to this point,”’ 
he said, adding that he will 
set church goals when he 
determines the capabilities 
of the church and its 
members. 

The Brethren in Christ 
Church, Wenger said, is a 
“Protestant denomination 
which is founded in the 
beliefs of the evangelical 
church community. We hold 
to an authoritative view of 
the scriptures and believe 
Jesus Christ, God’s son, is 
our only way of salvation.’’ 

‘‘We believe in 
evangelism — in sharing 
the gospel with people who 
want to hear it,”’ he said, 
stressing that he doesn’t 
believe ‘‘we should be fill- 
ing our church with people 
from other churches.” 

‘“‘We believe that the 
church is the fellowship of 
people of all races and 
nationalities who love God 
and seek to obey and 
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worship him,’’ Wenger said. 
“‘We believe the Bible is the 
inspired word of God.”’ 

Starting a new church is 
not a new idea to Wenger, 
who has started three, 
including Brethren in Christ 
churches in Hagerstown, 
Maryland, where he served 
for eight years; 
Waynesboro, where he serv- 
ed for 17 years; and another 
in South Hagerstown. 

Wenger, who grew up in 
Chambersburg, Penn- 
sylvania, worked on his 
degree in theology at 
Messiah College, 
Grantham, Pennsylvania, 
and began work on his 
master’s degree at the 
Lutheran Seminary in Get- 
tysburg, Pennsylvania. He 
plans to complete his 
master’s work at Fuller 
Seminary in Pasadena. 

He was involved in Youth 
for Christ work in Hager- 
stown and was a board 
member of Child 
Evangelism Fellowship of 
Washington County, 
Maryland. 

Wenger will be assisted 
by his wife who has had 
counseling and psychiatric 
nursing experience and who 
hopes ‘‘to be involved in the 
program of the church as it 
grows.” 

Mrs. Wenger, who taught 
psychiatric nursing the past 
five years at Hagerstown 
Junior College, plans to 
finish work toward her 
master’s degree in nursing. 

She was a missionary 
nurse 1963-66 in Algeria, af- 
filiated with the Mennonite 
Church, and worked on Ship 
Hope in Tunisia 1969-70. 

The Wengers, who have 
been married for two years, 
recently returned from a 
five-week tour of Zambia 
(Rhodesia) where they

Dogs and cats have their 
own built-in cooling 
systems. Salivating and 
panting, rapid shallow 
breathing with an open 
mouth, is normal behavior 
that allows animals to cool 
off much the same way that 
sweating cools humans in 
hot weather. 

The ability of animals to 
regulate their body 
temperature is often in- 
hibited by matted or un- 
kempt hair. Circulation of 
air is prevented and dis- 
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rupts the animal’s natural 
cooling system. Keep pets 
properly groomed to in- 
crease their comfort. 


Pets need exercise even 
during the warm months of 
the year. Late evening or 
early morning hours are 
best suited to pet comfort 
and safety. Food intake 
should be reduced during 
hot spells. Late evening 
feeding is recommended.

POMONA — “When nurses in the 
rest home where I was staying took 
away my walker for another 
patient’s use, it was the last straw,” 
exclaimed Ann Swann, ‘‘and I 
decided right then and there that I 
would go to Casa Colina and learn to 
do everything I could for myself.’’ 

Ann, who spent six weeks in 
intensive rehabilitation at Casa 
Colina, recently received the 
hospital’s Patient-of-the-Year 
Award. 

The award, which is given 
annually to the patient who has 
made the most significant 
rehabilitative progress, was 
presented by John Humphries, state 
Department of Rehabilitation 
counselor at Casa Colina. ‘This 60- 
year old woman,’ said Humphries, 
‘‘has overcome tremendous 
obstacles. There were times when 
her smile and her positive attitude 
were all she had going for her. The 
onset of multiple sclerosis and the 
loss of tactile sensation in her 
fingers forced Ann to quit her 20- 
year position as Chicago school 
crossing guard,”’ he said, ‘‘but she 
refused to quit on life.” 

The gallant woman’s situation 
was complicated by financial 
disaster when her disability and 
medical benefits were withheld 
because of a technicality. Only with 
the help of her legislators was she 
able to have her rightful financial 
and medical benefits reinstated. 


Humphries recounted Miss 
Swann’s many problems, beginning 
when she was 20 years old with total 
and painful blindness caused by an 
accident. With corrective surgery, 
Ann was fortunately restored her 
futl vision. She has also had eight 
other major surgeries, and 
attributes her present strength and 
determination to these difficult 


experiences. 

“When Ann was admitted to Casa 
Colina, she used a wheelchair and 
could not dress, bathe or feed 
herself without assistance,’’ said 
Dr. Julie Votvin, her attending 
physiatrist, ‘‘but she had incredible 
motivation. After six weeks of 
grueling, intensive therapy, she 
could walk with a walker, drive 
using an electric cart and maintain 
herself independently.’ 

As if her own struggles were not a 
challenge enough, Ann Swann 
constantly extended herself to other 


challenging them to overcome their 
handicaps. When she was finally 
able to establish herself in her own 
apartment in Pomona, she 
continued to reach out to others. She 
took into her home a 21-year-old 
disabled woman who had lived until 
then in a convalescent home. With 
Miss Swann’s help, the young 
woman, once completely dependent 
on others for her daily care, has 
learned to live independently in the 
community, and now plans to return 
to school. 

“I learned so much at Casa Colina 
that I felt compelled to share it,”’ 
commented Miss Swann. ‘‘Sure, I 
had the motivation but 
the doctors and therapists ... 
everyone ... were so dedicated to 
working out my problems. They 
made me feel very important. For 
instance, Judy Hon, my 
occupational therapist, gave special 
attention to working out my 
horrendous problems with all those 
necessary daily activities most 
people take so much for granted, — 
getting dressed, managing bathing 
and toileting without help, ironing, 
cooking, things like that.” 

Ann participates in the Pomona 
Chapter of the Indoor Sports Club at 
Casa Colina, is membership 
chairperson for the local California 
Association for the Physically
